Although Christmas plays but a 
small part in France. and although 


Boxing Day is unknown except in the 
form of the Jour de lI’ Av, it so hap- 
pens this year that the week interven- 


ing between Christmas day and the 
first of January will be unusually 
active in the production of theatrical 


novelties The reason, however, is 
rather because French people stay at 
home at this season of the year, than 
because they go out. It becomes nec- 
essary, therefore, to tempt them with 
new attractions. ‘* Divorcous’’ is at 
length to be withdrawn at the Palais 
Royal, I know not how many 
months of success, to make way for a 
new comedy, while the Opera Comique 
has announced for Saturday a three-act 
opera by M. Henri Marechal, as well as 
for Wednesday a one act piece, * Les 
Pantins ,"’ a prize work by M. Hue. 

At several minor theatres new pieces 
are also announced for this week. The 
rehearsals on the stage of M. Ambroise 
Francoise de Remini, bave 
just begun, and it is stated that the 
opera will be ready in the beginning 0° 
It will be preceded by the 
ballet of ‘‘ Namouna,”’ of which the 
music has been written by M. Lalo, 
and which is to be produced at the end 
of January.

took place on Wednesday eveniug,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24, 1882. 

The past week was marked by the 
practical failure of a committee expan- 
sion in the House, after a somewhat 
highly spiced debate, and by a discus- 
sion of the arrears of pensions bill, in 
which Senator Beck, of Kentucky, had 
the*hardihood to denounce the measure 
as fraudulent, and a most unjust im- 
position upon the tax-payer. Senator 


| Voorhees appeared to have secured a 


momentary triumph, by replying that 
this nation could not haggle with its 
preservers over the price of their blood, 
and Senator Ingalls, of Kansas, an- 
nounced that he was for the appropria- 
tion first and last, no matter whether it 
amounted to millions or billions. Sen- 
tor Beck was not as pyrotechnical as 
the other two senators, and he won 
less applause from the galleries, but the 
sober second thought of the country, 
whether it comes now or fifty years 
hence, will be with him. In this ar- 
rears of pension act there has been a 
prodigal waste of the national treasure, 
and that treasure is, for those who can 
discern it, but another name for the 
blood which Senator Voorhees used 
with such telling rhetorical effect 

But we have had other entertainment 
than Congress this week. The Nation- 
al Woman's Rights Convention has 
been in session, and the esthetic crank, 
Oscar Wilde, has, for the moment, 
quite eclipsed Guiteau, as an object of 
morbid curiosity.

Letter from Missouri. 


Kansas City, Jan. 16, 1882. |

Dear Patriot:—I find this a great 
| place for mud, and such mud, too; it 
| Sticks all over everything, and in a wet 
time, as it is to-day, the streets are 
almost impassable, and in the country, 
allthat one horse wants to do is to 
draw a light wagon and one person. 
The streets are simply laid out and not 
made as in the east,and where the 
soil is a rich loam for two or three feet 
down, you can imagine what the mud 
will be; and it can only be compared 
to going into an Eastern garden when 
it is thoroughly wet. This, of course, 
is in the outskirts of the city and coun- 
try, forin the centre where it is used 
all of the time, it is getting trodden 
hard, and is only two or three inches 
deep. Many of the teams seen here 
from the country are completely cov- 
ered with mud, and the wheels are so 


filled in, that the spokes are invisible, | 


and I can’t imagine what itis in the 
spring when the frost is coming out of 
the ground. In a dry time it is all 
dust, and the winds we have here keep 
it flying all of the time. 

Speaking of wind, yes, it is blowing 


most all of the time, and is bound to, 


blow through all of the clothing one 


cap get on. I had an idea before com- 
ing here that the climate was warmer 
than at home, but owing to the wind, I 
think it far more disagreeable and un- 
comfortable. We have had only two 
or three cold mornings, when the mer- 
cury was below freezing this season, 
and the coldest was Thanksgiving, 
when it was only eight above. So far 
the weather has been very mild, and no 
snow of any account has fallen, and if 
the wind would only keep quiet, one 
might be quite comfortable. Some- 
times the wind will blow for three days 
steady from the southwest, and though 
the thermometer is in the forties, the 
air is piercing and chilly, and you must 
put on an overcoat. 

Living is growing higher every day, 
and everything, excepting meat, is I 
think commanding a higher price here 
than at home. Sirloin steak can. be 
bought here for ten cents a pound, but 
itis not like that furnished by your 
marketmen; it is fresh killed, and a 
poor substitute for a good eastern sir- 
loin steak, and in many instances pretty 
tough chewing; in fact any of the 
cooking here isnot what I have been 
used toin the East. I have had a pot 
of beans cooked purpose for me in two 
instances, and while I was cating them 
I could hardly tell what they were 
There are a number of Eastern families 
here, but after a stay of two or 


years they fallinto the Western track 
and follow tbe well-known motto, 
‘when you are with the Romans, do 
as the Romans do.’ 

But, Messrs. Editors, I have got en- 
tirely off the track upon the subject of 
which I intended to write, and as I 
have trespassed upon your space enough 
for once, I will close, and in my next, 
give you some idea of a farmer's life 
in this country, as viewed through the

A hearing of the petitioners in favor 
suffrage took place before 
the committee of the Legislature, at 
the State House on Tuesday morning 
last. The hearing was in the Green 
Room. This room is in the upper story 
oft} ling, and will hold an audi- 
ence about as large as can be comforta- 
bly seated in a moderate sized country 
church, and on this occasion was well 
filled. Many a minister would have 
rejoiced to see such an audience before 
him, even on a pleasant Sunday morn- 
ing.
